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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—Vhe latest estimate of population, on 30th June, showed the 
number of people in New South Wales to be 1,478,260. Since the 
beginning of the year the population has increased by 16,727, or at 
the rate of 2-3 per cent. per annum. This is the largest relative increase 
since 1892. 

Trade.—TVhe trade figures for the month again show an upward movement. 
The imports were valued at £2,595,336, and were, with the exception 
of July, the highest for the year. Of this amount £1,002,659 was the 
value of Australian produce transferred from other States, and £1,592,677 
goods of oversea origin, of which £1,450,791 was imported directly from 
abroad. The imports of oversea origin were the highest for the year. 
Compared with August of last year, there was an increase of £191,075 
in goods of oversea origin, principally in apparel and soft goods, drugs 
and chemicals, hats and caps, and metal manufactures. The figures for 
cigat months show a total increase in the imports of £1,827,807, and in 
goods of oversea origin of £95,365. The chief articles showing increases 
ave those mentioned above. Machines and implements show a fall, and 
sugar, tea, and timber, heavy falls. Gold for coinage shows a considerable 
increase. The imports of Australian produce during the eight months 
inereased by £1,732,444. A large part of these goods, however, was 
transferred for transhipment abroad. The exports for the month show 
a decrease of £280,608, ard for the eight months of £1,201,478, com- 
pared with the corresponding periods of last year. The whole of this 
falling-off is accounted for, however, by reduced shipments of gold. 
Excluding gold, the exports show an increase of £160,656 for the month, 
and of £663,685 for the eight months, which may be regarded as satis- 
factory, seeing that the other principal articles of export, except wheat 
and coal, show increases. 

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for August show that the revenue 
was £911,716, or £17,780 more than in August last year, the only 
source from which there was a decrease being Crown lands. The Com- 
monwealth surplus was £9,320 more than in last August. ‘The expendi- 
ture during the month was £891,842, or £80,052 less than last August, 
decreases being shown generally under all heads. Since the beginning 
of the financial year the revenue has decreased by £18,430, and the 
expenditure by £129,741, as compared with the corresponding period of 


last year. 
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The returns of the Commonwealth Revenue and Expenditure for the State, 
made available towards the end of August, show that during the year 
1904-5 the receipts decreased by £155,663, and the expenditure 
increased by £6,963. The revenue from Customs and Excise decreased 
by £196,169, and from Posts and Telegraphs increased by £38,612. The 
chief increase in expenditure is under the heading of “ New” expendi- 
ture, but it should be remembered that under this heading is now 
included expenditure on buildings which was previously included unde» 
one of the other heads. Generally it will be seen that the Common- 
wealth revenue is decreasing, and the expenditure increasing, year by 
years 

Prices.—The monthly price levels given in Table No. 31 show that the 
general index number for August, 1905, was 1,172, and was the highest 
for any month since the end of 1901. For pastoral products the index 
was 1,212, and for metals 1,170. These compare with the general index 
of 1,081 for August last year, 1,123 for December, 1904, and 1,150 for 
July this year. The rise in prices which, since 1901, has been general 
among practically all articles, still continued. During the month the 
metals maintained their upward tendency, the movement in wool, butter, 
leather, and tallow also being upward. Butter reached the highest 
point since the end of 1903. ‘The increase in prices since last year 
amounts to about 10 per cent. 

Value of Production.—The value received for their products by the producers, 
primary and secondary, during 1904, as at the place of production, was

This total represents the very high value of £27 7s. 6d. per head of 
population, which is a far larger proportion than that of any other 
country. The primary industries represent £20 7s. 4d. per head, or 
£95 per square mile, The returns from pastoral, dairying, and mining 
resources were higher than for several years. The return from agriculture 
was affected by the season. 

Metcorology—During the month the weather generally was cold and fine. 
Tn all districts, except the Western Slope and North-western Plain, the 


rainfall was below the average
